The Omaha Daily Jou rnal-Stockman, a 
p u b lication devote 1 to the interests of agri* 
fu ltu re, wrote recently ab ou t the misgu ided 
actions of the p u b lic in tu rning against local 
imp rovement p rograms in venting their 
anger against rising taxation. Unfortu nate­ 
ly, the local level offer.s the only direct 
means ot exp ressing this anger, mu ch of 
which is the re.su lt of federal government 
activity. 
The Sto» kman notes that many of the lo­ 
cal p rograms which are defeated in this 
p rocess are good and worthwhile p rograms. 
This p u t.s the local government:, in the hole 
which, in tu rn, creates a condition for entry 
of the federal govern­ 
ment 
with assistance 
to p rovide those things 
which the p eop le have 
not p rovided for them­ 
selves on the local level. This means con­ 
tinu ed exp ansion of federal taxes which 
means more local anger taken ou t against 
local p rograms which need tax su p p ort. 
Tlio Stockman sees this as a viciou s circle, 
b ringing the hand of the federal gmernment 
more and more into the homes and lives of 
all of u s. 
Then the Stockman adds that “ local gov­ 
ernment, the traditional ke> stone of the 
American Rep iib lie. is fighting for its life, 
and we all have a stake in the ou tcome.“ 
This eoneliidlng remark is one to which a 
great deal of excep tion might b e taken. The 
only fighting that is going on is in the sense 
that local governments are d>ing off b u t 
natu rally want to stay alive. 
Bu t they arc fighting ab ou t as hard a.s the 
m an who tu rns the other cheek to a crazed 
maniac. Be it ignorance, lack of interest or 
what have you . the local governments are 
doing a rather shoddy job of maintaining 
their existence. They are generally b eing 
help ed along the road to ob livion b y a seem­ 
ingly careless and indifferent p u b lic.

What the .Stockman says is hap p ening is 
ab solu tely right b u t we wish there was even 
an -nkling of the fight ab ou t which it sp eaks. 
All of u s are witness to the sad state of af­ 
fairs fou nd in ou r own state of Neb raska 
where elected fnib lic officials have refu .sed 
to do the one thing which mu st inevitab ly 
b e done—b roaden the tax b ase. Every citi­ 
zen you talk to seems to know it mu st b e 
done and ju st ab ou t every p u b lic official will 
admit it b u t none of them will make a p u b ­ 
lic fight on it.

Regarding p oint one, this 
colu mn can reveal that Mc­

has already made a commit­ 
ment to b ack Nixon for p res­ 
ident. McDonald confided to 
friends after a session at 
Nixon’s home that he wou ld 
su p p ort Nixon’s drive for the 
White Hou se. 
This 
will 
offset 
Nixon’s 
greatest p olitical weakness, 
which is in the ranks of la­ 
b or. In su ch key states as 
Pennsylvania and Ohio the 
United Steelworkers h a v e 
b een ab le to elect Democrat­ 
ic governors and senators in 
recent years. They have vot­ 
ed Democratic almost as a 
b loc. 
Dave McDonald hasn’t rat­ 
ed too high with his own

the steel strike was George 
M. Hu mp hrey, former sec­ 
retary of the Treasu ry, one 
of Nixon's most p otent b ack­ 
ers. Hu mp hrey, who is not 
only a steel execu tive him­ 
self b u t is on intimate terms 
with most of the steel execu ­ 
tives, was ab le to talk cold 
facts 
to

The facts he talked were 
that b oth he and they wanted 
Nixon to b e the next p resi­ 
dent of the United Slates. 
Settlement of the steel strike 
with .Nixon getting the cred­ 
it.

Vitamins will not p revent 
crou p . Vitamins are u sefu l, 
of cou rse, b u t they cannot 
and do not b attle germs. 
It is tru e that a you ngster 
may not ap p ear to b e ill, at 
least not to any noticeab le 
extent, du ring the day, yet 
b reak into a gasp ing case of 
crou p 
along 
toward

night. Exactly why this oc­ 
cu rs is not certain; drainage 
in the throat is a rea.sonah!e 
su sp icion, along with some 
other ideas. Inhaling steam, 
p erhap s with a b it of b enzoin 
added, is the first choice m 
relieving a child with crou p . 
Cold p acks on the neck are 
an 
old • fashioned 
remedy 
which I have seen u sed su c­ 
cessfu lly. Pou ltices on the 
chest also have b een help fu l. 
Antib iotics or su lfa dru gs 
are in order; they will cu rb 
.some germs, and if the infec­ 
tion IS from a viru s, they will 
p revent secondary b acterial 
infections 
from 
p rolonging 
the trou b le. 
FMease do not forget that 
some small ob ject lodged in 
the throat, a b ead, 
b u tton, 
small toy, or any of the end­ 
less list of things that attract 
you ngsters,

As to “ ru shing a child to 
the hosp ital for su rgery.” it 
IS sometimes necessary — a 
tracheotomy, or op ening in 
the windp ip e, if the case is 
a desp erate one.

The u nexp ected retu rn of anti-semitisni is

ice will smash this incip ient sp rou ting of 
hate at the very ou tset for it is a most viru ­ 
lent infection and can qu ickly sp read in all 
directions where there are differences of 
creed, color or kmd, or even op inion. 
It is simp le b u t fu ndamental that the 
world can get nowhere in its qu est for p eace 
and co-op eration, and in these later days for 
su rvival, u ntil it can learn to live and let 
live. A good p lace to start learning is in the 
treatment of minorities for if minorities can 
have ju stice so also can majorities. Bu t 
majorities cannot p romote ju stice if they 


are u nwilling to grant it to the less nu mer­ 
ou s and strong. 
It is tru e that the hu man race lives with 
su b consciou s fears that stem from the p ri­ 
meval p ast—from those forb idding days 
when a man hid in his cave and had to con­ 
sider every moving thing and every other 
man his mortal enemy. And it was a great 
lib erating moment when the two first su ch 
men met and discovered friendship . That 
w'as when society b egan and everything 
nob le and enlightening started. And if life is 
worth living it is b ecau se of that. .\nd if 
there is still here and there a throwb ack 
who wou ld u nwind the whole b all of civiliza­ 
tion in order to restore the claw' and the 
fang he is simp ly an anachronism and an 
extremely dangerou s fellow. Su ch a one b e­ 
longs m a mu seu m, b u t only as a reminder 
of how b ad it was when we started ou t and 
how necessary it is to get as far away from 
tiie p ast as p ossib le.

rf you notice a sad exp ression 
on the 
faces of you r friends and neighb ors over 
the next month or so, it is p rob ab ly ju st a 
•easonai thing. It means they have b een 
making ou t their income tax rep ort or p ay­ 
ing a few of the other tax or license b ills 
which come their way this time of year. 
And ironically, all of this comes ju st as 
does the settlement of Christmas b ills. Bu t 
many p eop le have licked the Christmas b ill 
headache b y joining Christmas clu b s at 
one of the local b anks. 
It may not b e so easy to lick the tax 
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headache b u t you can do you rself some 
favors. 
The most imp ortant thing you 
can do is read the directions. An Internal 
Revenu e Bu reau agent rep orts that high 
schoolers are more accu rate and correct 
in filling ou t income tax retu rns than their 
elders. He conclu des that the reason for 
this IS the fact that the stu dents lake the 
lime to read the instru ctions in the tax 
form b efore filling ou t the docu ment. 
In this way, you don’t get halfw'ay throu gh 
the form and find that you have done it all 
wrong. Nor are you as likely to have you r 
form retu rned b y the government for in­ 
accu racies. 
The tax retu rn is ju st like 
anything else; you have to know what you 
are doing b efore you can do it right. There 
is no room for gu esswork or carelessness. 
Prob ab ly the next most imp ortant thing 
and a b ig time saver is the thorou gh check­ 
ing of you r work. When you have added u p 
a colu mn of figu res once, add them u p a 
second time to make su re you r answer is 
correct. It is a good idea to check and 
dou b leclieck every mathematical p rob lem 
you have u sed in arriving at the final tax 
figu res. If you do, you will b e su rp rised at 
the nu mb er of errors you have made the 
first time. 
If you do this as you go along, 
you will save you rself a lot of time which 
wou ld otlicrwise b e sp ent working with’ 
false figu res. These two things will b e a 
b ig assist to .vou as well as the federal 
government.

The senator 
was ab le, first of all. to p ro­ 
du ce convincing p rivate p olls 
showing him the p residen­ 
tial p reference of Ohio Dem­ 
ocrats. He then threatened 
to enter the p rimary against 
DiSalle and p u b licly p rove 
the tru th of the p olls. 
Finally, the senator was 
ab le to p rodu ce a su b stantial 
nu mb er of Democratic lead­ 
ers in key cities of the state 
to su p p ort his p lea. 
Ohio ’s senio r s e n a t o r ,

picture. As late as last week 
end he to ld friends priv ately 
he wo uld no t stand fo r it, 
tho ugh he is apparently no w- 
hav ing so me so ber seco nd 
tho ughts.

For an ou tsider, it is rath­ 
er difficu lt to b ecome con­ 
vinced that u ndergrou nd nu ­ 
clear b omb tests shou ld b e 
of really significant military 
imp ortance, either to 
t h e 
United States or to the USSR, 
To the military, the actu ally 
interesting tests arc, in the 
long-ru n, 
those 
of 
su p er 
b omb s of newer typ es, and 
those of b omb s mou nted as 
warheads onto missiles, to 
test the delivery of destru c­ 
tion in actu al p erformance. 
The insistence on u nder­ 
grou nd tests seems to an ou t­ 
sider to have the p rime mo­ 
tive to demonstrate the su p - 
iwstid imp ossib ility of an ef­ 
fective test b an. Ap art from 


the p u rp ose, u ndergrou nd ex­ 
p losions carry an element of 
secrecy with them. Su ch a 
trend is, in fact even if not 
in intent, diametrically op p o­ 
site to the slate U S. ob jec­ 
tive. 
In 
the 
tcsi-b an 
negotia­ 
tions. the 
c e n t r a l p oint 
b rou ght forward b y the U.S. 
is that. 
Withou t 
an 
op en 
world, i e.. withou t 100 p er 
cent foolp roof b omb -tost in­ 
sp ection systems, disarma­ 
ment in nu clear matters is 
imp ossib le. No one can se­ 
riou sly deny that this con­ 
cerns an imp ortant issiie in 
the control of the nu clear 
arms race. Hu t one shou ld 
add that withou t 
disarma­ 
ment, an op en world is im­ 
p ossib le, certainly in a world 
engaged in a nu clear missile 
race iwiiich. hy definition, is 
secret!. So it seems that the 
differences b etween the U.S. 
and the USSR p oints of view 
ab ou t technicalities on in­ 
sp ection. as 
imp ortarn 
as 
they are, do not characterize 
all that is involved in the 
test-b an issu e. The technical 
differences may b e, as real 
as they are. rather more of 
a smokescreen 
to 
conceal 
the deep er issu es involved. 
And, u nfortu nate to say, tlie 
U.S. and the USSR are in 
p erfect accord in ignoring 
this deep er hu man side of 
the issu e. 
The p olicy of threat of mas­ 
sive nu clear retaliation and 
the develop ment and testing 


of b omb s and of missiles to 
that p u rp ose is an u nrealis­ 
tic p olicy. Let u s not fool ou r­ 
selves. Peace is not made 
b y su p er b omb s, and arms 
races 
have 
never 
led 
to 
p eace. 
Bu t, to come to the central 
issu e. Shou ld we “ have p art 
in making millions of wom­ 
en and children and noncom- 
b aiants hostages for the b e­ 
havior of their own govern­ 
ment^” Do we have the mor­ 
al vigor to stop this crimi­ 
nal arms race? We can stop 
it only if we have the integ­ 
rity to refu se to b e ready to 
do b y remote control what 
none of u s cou ld do with his 
own hands to innocent chil­ 
dren. 
That moral decision is a 
p rerequ isite 
for 
achieving 
a tru e p eace. One of the na­ 
tions of the nu clear clu b , if 
sincere on tliat cardinal is­ 
su e. can b reak the viciou s 
circle of the nu clear arms 
race and rally 
the 
world 
arou nd a United Nations con­ 
trol of that p rob lem.

Earlier this week, Keeping Score reported the com­ 
ment by Bill Pfeiff of Lincoln High concerning the object 
of high school athletic conferences. “ .Assured competition” 
was Bill’s explanation ofitheir existence. 
Let’s look at that further. 
Theoretically, schools assure that competition by band­ 
ing together with schools of similar size. This would have 
to be the primary reason for combining, although there are 
many other items which enter into consideration, such as 
proximity to one another, mutual aims and philosophies, 
etc. 
If that’s so, enrollment figures for a “ good” confer­ 
ence, again theoretically, would have relatively little var­ 
iation between the biggest and the smallest school, and 
with the average for all schools about half-way between 
the high-low mark. 
With that in mind, lake a look at these figures for the 
state’s major conferences.
